The same revered records indicate to us how and

The sanetion for the change to us is found in the ex- 
ample ot the disciples oft Jesus Chinst. Their reasons 
two,—the appointment of their 
Master to renew bis communion with them on the first 
dav of the week. and his own resurrection from the 
dead on that day. On that first day, then, they as- 
| weptiblesd, quietly, and as if mstinetive ly substituting it 
ifor their ancient Sabbath. Om that day they met tor 
linutual comfort, exhortation, and prayer; on that day 
I the spirit of their religion kindled in their hearts and 
flamed upon their tongues; on that day they united in 
breaking bread; on that day they distributed their 
leharities. These Jews, who had been trained under 
ithe old Sabbath, and who had scruples about it, when 
emancipated trom the law which enjoined it, and re- 
| joicing over their liberty, without formal action and as 
with one spontaneous consent, substituted for it anoth- 
er day, which they observed with more fervor and joy, 
ret with less, As they drew into their tellowship con- 
verts from the Gentile world, these too observed this 
dav. and burdened ages, amid all their changes, their 
tyrowths and their ruins, their births and their graves, 
have borne the dav down to us upon the unresting 
waves of time. While the spirit of the antedilavian, 
the Divine example, and of the elder revelation, 0s 
preserved by the conse: ration of one day In SEVEN, 
the greatest doetrine of the new revelation is recog- 
nized in the substitution of the first day tor the sev- 
enth.

THE OLD MAN'S ANODYNE.

Through the wise attention of his mother, this admi- 
rable compendium of divine truth, had been carefully 
fixed in his memory when he was achild. And now 
as he went over it in the silent watches of the night, 
communing with his own heart and with Grd. the sel- 
ace and comfort it gave him could not be told, and no 
tortune would be an exchange tor it. 

The fullness and clearness of those definitions, and 
their exhibition espe tally of the SOVEREIGNTY oF 
Gop, gave him, he said, unspeakable content: and as 
he lay sweetly revolving them, and gathering moral 
strength and consolation from every repetition, he 
would all uneonsciously pass into quiet sleep. Week 
after week, and month after month, he wanted no 
other anodyne; and with those answers of the Cate- 
chism, God was pleased to give him such satisfving 
views of His attributes, works, and ways, that laying 
awake was often far better than sleeping. 

Speaking of this one evening toa pious lady over 
seventy years of age, the muther of two living minis- 
ters, she narrated the following anecdote ; When in 
her childhood, a distinguished New England Judge 
was Visiting at her tather’s and conversation fell upon 
the wavs of correcting or employing waketulness at 
night. The Judge said playfully, bis way of getting 

to sleep, was to count a ftlock of sheep. The Puritan 
mother rejoined that she could tell him a better and 
surer way than that; it was to-repeat Watts’ hymns. 
‘This impressed so powerfully the eager listening 
| daughter, that she resolved that very moment, with a 
|natural impulsiveness, to learn by heart as many of 
| Watts’ hymns as she possibly could. 
| The result is, that now, at more than threeseore 
vears and ten, there are few of that excellent collee- 
‘tion of hymns which she cannot repeat, and her meoth- 
ler’s recipe for wakefulness is nightly in use. And 
next to the Bible, she says, nothing in all her lite has 
lgviven her so much consolation, as the hymns she 
jlearned in her childhood. And still better perhaps 
jthan that, as the reward tor committing those lynns 
when her memory was voung and receptive, they are 
néow allas tamilliar to heras household words, and 
ther conversation is enlivened by the apt and timely 
repeating of them, and other minds are enriched and 
instructed by the stores with which in, childhood she 
easily replenished her own.

The next step is the em- 
ploy ment of a missionary to prea h to them. and final- 
ty a church building is constructed and a regular con- 
gregation organized. Someg seven or eight Sabbath 
schools are taught, principally by the members of the 
eharch, in various parts of the city, and the attendance 
averages from 700 to 800 children in the aggregate. 
The First church is very large and flourishing. Their 
membership is about 600. The church will hold some 
1500 or 1600 seated below ang above, and is often 
tilled to ov ertlowing.”

PROPHETIC DECLARATIONS OF THE PAPAL 
APOSTACY. 
Tus is the title of a diseourse delivered at Wil- 


liamsburg, N. Y.,on Sunday evening, Jan. 19, by 
Rev. Dr. Dowling, of New York, to a large and atten- 
tive audience in the First Baptist church. He took 
for his text, Dan. 7: 24, 25. 

Atter commenting on the chapter from which the 
text was taken, the preacher proceeded to show from 
history that the little horn in the Sth verse, was the 
Papal power ot apostate Rome, the tacts im regard to 
subduing the three kings not being appheable to any 
other power. The preacher cited the opinions ot the 
Christian fathers on these prophecies, prior to their 
fulfilment. Irenawus says these prophecies refer to 
the “ man of sin” spoken of im 2 Thess. 2d. chap. 
Other epistles, as for example 1 Tum. 4th chap., reter 
to the same prophecies. 

The various characters of this littl horn, or the 
king who * shall be diverse from the first,” were 
set forth in order, and pertinent and conclusive facts 
were adduced from the history of the Papacy tu show 
that its portrait is sket hed in the 7th chapter of 
Daniel. 

1. Haughty and arrogant assumption of superiori- 
ty of power over others. At first the Bishop of Kome 
had ho higher authority than other bishops, but in 
606, he claimed the ttle of Universal Bishop, be- 
came Pope, and assumed temporal power in 755. 
In due time the Pope assumed the exercise of the 
same superiority over kings, that he had over bishops. 
Several acts ot Crregory VIL were cited, in which he 
reduced to submission refractory emperors and kings. 
In the process of time the superiority of power exer- 
cised by the Pope over his subordinates, began to be 
exercised by the Bishop and priest over the laity, a 
council declaring that a layman, meeting a pnest, 
should take off his hat to him. 

3 Speaking blasphemues against the Most High. 
This is done in the blasphemous title assumed by the 
Pope—* Vicegerent of God.” Ile sets hunself up as 
God, being adored by Cardinals one day during holy 
week. The same charactenstic is shown in prohibit- 
ing the reading ot the Seriptures by the people. 
This is denied, but its truth was demonstrated by an 
extract from an encyeliecal letter. The Papacy 
shuts out of heaven all who are not in the Romish 
church, which is contrary to the teachings of God, mn 
His word. 

3. Changing times and laws. This is done by 
multiplying holy days, and making them more sa 
ered than the Lord’s day. In this connection, the 
speaker referred to the establishment, of late, in New 
York, of what are called Sacred Concerts, on Sun- 
day evenings, and the advocaey of these concerts by 
Bishop Hughes’ organ, the Freeman's Journal. He 
had no doubt the introduction of all the amusements of 
Roman Catholic countries, such as theatres, operas, 
bull-fights, cock-fights, &e., would be-encouraged by 
that journal. Inthe matter of changing laws, the 
fact of leaving out the second commandment was re- 
ferred to, and the refusing wine to the laity in the 
Lord’s Supper, when Christ said, Drink ye aii of it, 
and furbidding the clergy to marry, when the Senp- 
tures say, Marriage is honorable in all. Ofa piece 
with this, is forbidding meat on Friday, and preserb- 
ing the diet during Lent. 

4. Pefsecuting the saints of the Most High. The 
facts proving this point are so generally known, and 
j so conclusive, that few were cited ; among these, the 
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Inquisition and the persecution of the Waldenses 
were the principal. .

It 
would look well in you to leave all consequences with 
(iod, and to take up your cross, and at once follow 
the Saviour, but this is a course to which I cannot 
persuade you on account of the severe trials that 
may follow. You must determine for yourselves.”

MISCELLANEOUS.

OLD NAUWKEAG. 

IF Salem has had a quiet history, yet it has been a 
long one, and such, like long and quiet lives, often 
present in the retrospect a good many facts of interest. 
Nor among the least, though last, is that of the 
Salem Sufferer,.—a case somewhat famihar to my 
readers, and which has attracted the attention of the 
medical world both in our own country and in 
Europe. It wasoften my privilege to stand by her bed- 
side, and T must say that I there obtained a more 
exalted idea of piety than Thad ever obtained  else- 
where,—of piety in its essential nature and its retlex 
power. During her long and weary vears of anguish, 
the dread monotony of pain that knew no respite, 
Ldo not think her 





not even the rehef of sleep, ~ 
faith ever once flagged, or her serenity was ever once 


disturbed, or her mind ever caught the first tinge of 


moroseness. Indeed, religion, even when united 
with refinement, and wealth, and a temper constitu- 
tionally mild, and kind, and wholly exempt from 
morbid influences, never put on a more lovely and 
attractive aspect. And vet, in her case, was com- 
bined every clement essential to our fullest and most 
terrific idea of suffering, 
duration. 

Our fullest idea !—how far short of the reality is 
our most labored conception! We state, in years, the 
duration of her sufferings, but in nothing do our con- 
ceptions so evince their weakness as when they essay 


intensity, constancy, and 


to grasp the ideas of time and space. But when I 
abstract my mere boyhood from my existence, and 
then think of her days and nights of agony as extend- 
ed through the whole remainder of my life,--when 
my mind passes hack successively through the events 
which seem to draw out this period to an age,--when 
I look at the evidence of change upon me, within me, 
and around me,—when I recall the great facets of the 
political, and social, and religious world, on which I 
have as it were gazed in their long concatenation of 
cause and effect, most of which have long since been 
studied out, and analyzed, and fixed in their place on 
the page of history, and remember that, all this while, 
she was dragging out each hour of it all in hopeless 
anguish, it is then that. to me, at least. she secms, as 
indeed she was, even bevond the reach of my utmost 
conception, a miracle of sufferimg, a more than 
martyr, to whom the rack was the instrument not of 
a torturing death, but of a lite of torture.

Ammonia proper is a gas, and an alkaline sub- 
stance ; it is very soluble im water, when it composes 
spirit of hartshorn, or aqua ammonia.

Recent barn-yard manures, clover and other green 
crops used as fertilizers, owe their virtues to this sub- 
stance, and the after decomposition in the formation 
of carbonic gas, Gypsum owes its effects to the absorp- 
tion of ammonia, and the decomposition of its salts. 
It is the primary stimulating foree of all vegetable 
vitality.

with utter astonishment, how it can be made to bear 
the vile treatment to which it is doomed in the hands 
of men, some of whom" we would not trust in our 
gardens to cut a cabbage,” as some one expresses it.

results show the reason that apples, when manutaetur- 
el into ¢ ier. produce nearly the ir own hulk ot puree’, 
afaet which has often puzzled many who merely re- 
garded the solid nature of the frunt.

“The apple is rich in phosphore 
and sulphuric acids, and potash, and soda. Hence we 
may inter that bonedust, ashes, salt, and plaster would 
be likely to prove useful as portions of the manure a“ 
plied to a bearing tree, in addition to what is already 
contained in yard manure.— Transactions of New York
